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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Response to Restriction requirement and Amendment has been entered. New 
claims 93 and 94 have been added. Claims 55-69 and 71-88 stand withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's Supplemental Amendment filed March 25, 2004 has been entered. Claims 1 
- 42, 55 - 69, and 71 - 88 have been canceled. Claims 43 - 53, 70, and 89 - 92 have been 
amended. New claims 95 - 102 have been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 43 - 54, 70, and 89-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts fail to teach or reasonably suggest a timing circuit, comprising: 

a first input adapted to receive at least one first input signal, which includes a sense amp 
isolation signal adapted to isolate a first memory array; 

a second input adapted to receive at least one second input signal, which includes a sense 
amp isolation signal adapted to isolate a second memory array; 

a first output connected to a first address decoder adapted to address the second memory 

array; 

a second output connected to a second address decoder adapted to address the first 
memeory array; and 

wherein the timing circuit is adapted to selectively activate the second address decoder 
bsed on the second input signal and the first address decoder based on the first input signal.
